At the White House, the admin- 
istration’s view of these walkouts

From what could be learned yes- 
terday all of the bombs were hurled 
from a point outside of the rall- 
road stockade in the genera! di- 
rection of the roundhouse. None of 
the bombs reached the bullding 
but tore up the ground about 200 
feet away. Fragments of the bombs 
were picked up yesterday in the 
yards and a number of bits of iron 
were found fmbedded in the ls 
of the buildings. 


NO TRACE OF BOMBERS 

Although officers, were rushed to 
the yards when the first explosion 
came at 1:30 am. yesterday, no 
trace of the persons involved could 
be found. it wus learned later, 
however, that the bomb-throwers 
left San Bernardino by automobile 
and the officers lieve that they 
are in hiding in this city, Accord- 
ing to the railroad officials who 
were in the yards when the first 


explosion came it was the even- 


teenth bomb that cut the electric 
light power wires and plunged Ban 
Bernardino in dackness. 

Late yesterday afternoon San 
Rernardine police and a squad of 
deputy sheriffs were organized to 
patrol the railroad yards during 
the night to attempt te event 
any further bonrbing. au- 
thorities declared, however, that 
although they had men on the 
ground during most of the bomb- 
ing they have so far been unable 
to learn where the men were con- 
cealed who hurled the bombs. 


WILL PROSECUTE GUILTY 

Assistant General Manager Wal- 
ter H. Brewer of the Santa le an- 
nounced late yesterday afternoon 
that the bombing of the San Ber- 
nardino yards was the work of the 
strikers and that the railroad will 
spare no expense in an attempt to 
run down the guilty persons. He 
also declared that reports were de- 
ing received by his office that loyal 
workmen and their families in and 
near Los Angeles are being mo- 
lested and attacked by the strikers. 

Strikers armed with rocks, ac- 
cording to the Santa Fe officials, 
attacked the home of Jack Ket- 
tring. a local shop worker, at 763 
North Seventh street, Colton, about 
4 am. yesterday and smashed in 
the front of the residence. Armed 
with a shotgun, Kettring rushed 
from his home, but was unable to 
approach the men, who fled in an 


automobile. 


Scores of reports of violence by 
strikers near the Santa Fe, South- 
ern Pacific and Union Pacific yards 
here have been reported during the 
last week, and, according to the 
railroad officials, the situation 


jeeems to be daily growing worse. A 


number of shots, believed to have 
been fired from high-powered u- 
files, have struck the shop buildings 
and the roundhouse in the Santa 
Fe yards here. No one has been 
injured. 


INJUNCTION VIOLATED 


U. 8. Dist.-Atty. Burke sald that 
in his opinion there was no doubt 
the Santa Fe strikers had violated 
the letter and spirit of the injunc- 
tion issued by Judges Bledsoe and 
Trippet, in deserting their trains a: 
—— Bernardino, Needles and Bar- 

ow. 

That document had enjoined 
them from “interfering” with the 
movement of the Santa Fe trains. 
and to abandon their posts on the 
trains, even if they did not bodily 
interfere with others who sought 
to move them, constituted an “in- 
terference,” in his opinion. 

He was so firmly of the opinion 
that the injunction had heen vio- 
lated that he wired Atty.-Gen. 
Daugherty for instructions what 
he ought to do in the crisis. 

Atty.-Gen. Daugherty wired WU. 

Marshal Sittel for informatian 
as to conditions. He answered that 
the Big Four had joined the

DISCUSS VIOLATION... 


Discussion of the probable viole- 
tion of the orders of the local 
Federal court by the strikers toox 
different angles during tho day. 
It was pointed out that much de- 
pended on the circumstances in 
each individual case. If the rail- 
road men took their trains to a 
terminal point or junction, and the 
crew whose duty it was to send 
it on its destination refused to 
handle it, the first crew could not 
be held for a violation of the re- 
straining order. If railway men 
took a train out of a junction point, 
and quit it somewhere along the 
line, they; were guilty of abandon- 
ing the train, and could be punished 
under the Federal law. Seligman, 
Ariz., Bakersfield and Needles are 
all junction points. It seemed to 
be the view that there was no vio- 
lation of the court order on the 
part of the crew that delivered the 
trains to these junction points, 
and that the guilt rather lay with 
the new crew that refused to take 
the trains further to their desti- 
nations.

Crisis Finds 
Rails Strong; 
Market at ase

NEW YORK, Aug. 11. — All 
financial: markets opened and 
closed today without knowledge of 
what decision had been reached 
at the conference of railway, man- 
agers.

[This is the third of a series 
of articles written for The Times 
by Charles F. Stern, executive vice- 
president of the First National 
Bank, on the tion problems 
of the Imperial Valley. and the 
solving thereof.—E4.] 

Il remember the romantic break 
of 1906. At that time transporta- 
tion was crude, and the materials 
were not at hand to close the 
break. If the river should break 
into the Imperial Valley today u 
would be perhaps two months be- 
fore the flow of that river would 
have thrown sufficient water into 
the Salton Sea to appreciably raise 
its level: it would be six months 
before enough water had flowed in- 
to the Galton Sea to have raised 
its level sufficiently to invade any 
of the operated lands or any of 
the settled lands in the Imperial 
Valley. The question of walling 
the r off is merely a matter of 
mechanics, and the engineers are 

that under no conditions 
would it take ! er than from four 
to six weeks to do the job. 
— Just about a year ago the river 
was in od, and the usual scare 
was on with the banks in South- 
ern California wondering what was 
oing to happen to the Imperial 
‘alley. Ne plan of control had 
been fixed upon by the district; 
they were merely fighting the 
water as it rose. After that flood 
menace had successfully passed we 
agreed that the time had come 
when there ought to be an intel- 
ligent diagnosis made of the situa- 
tion: when we ought to get a con- 
sensus of opinion how that rvier 
should be handled; that we ought 
to make the money available and 
we ought to go down and do the 
work during the dry season when 
it could be done efficiently; and we 
agreed that we would do that thing. 
There was a good deal of discus- 
sion as to what ought to be done. 

The final vote was cast by Epes 
Randolph of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, the grand old man who 
saved the situation in 1906, and 
who probably has forgotten more 
about the Colorado River and its 
rampages than any of the rest of 
us ever knew. Mr. Cronhoim, the 
engineer of the district, met with 
Mr. Randolph follow! a discus- 
sion that I had had with him in 
which we had discussed our views 
on the project, but the final vote 
upon the program was submitted 
to-<Mr. Randolph for his approval— 
one of the last things he did be- 
fore his death. 

BATTLE OF THE WATERS 

Visualize, if you please, the gov- 
ernment Reclamation Service levee 
upon the one side, and on the other 
side the Ockerson levee, built by 
the Imperial Irrigation District. 
Between those two levees the river 
ricocheted until some years ago 
at a certain point on the Mexican 
side it broke through the Ocker- 
son levee and took a course west- 
erly about seven or eight miles 
through a channel that is now 
known as the Bee River, and that 
channel is dug in a wide, straight 
course. At the end of that dis- 
tance is Volcano Lake where the 
surplus waters used to congregate. 
South of that was the Saiz levee. 
We understook to physically plug 
that iver at a point on the Bee 
River, then to build at right angles 
to the river several artificial low 
channels. There the fall of the 
land is very heavy for that part 
of the country, running about four 
or five feet to the mile for about 
five miles then dipping into the 
Pescadero and the Hardy. Arroyos 
that reach directly into the gulf. 
So that plan was agreed upon, and 
the plug was put across the river 
at its lowest stage and artificial 
channels were dug. 


DIVERSION PROBLEMS 


It was thought that as the river 
rose we would undertake to divert 
a part of the water through the 
artificia] channels with the hope 
that it would scour out the chan- 
nels and sogar out the several in- 
tetvening ridges between the chan- 
nels, and that when the flood 
came the dam would an up and 
that we might then have a channel 
large and deep enough to accom- 
modate at least half of the storm 
waters in that fashion. The tak- 
ing care of the other half would 
be a very simple thing. As some- 
times happens we builded better 
than we knew. The dam was built. 
the channels were dug and the 
river came up. It came up in a 
very gentiemanly way and the net 
result was that every drop of water 
that flowed down the Colorado 
River in the storm season this year 
went into the new artificial chan- 


nels and that the part of the river 
im front ef the plug, 
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the dam that was built, silted up. 
and the river as these channe 
developed. took a more adual 
sweep to the south and dug from 
day to day to accommodate Itself 
to the increase in the flood volume. 

If we got an additional 10,000 
second feet in a particular day the 
gauge would show a few inches 
rise and then after a few hours 
would show an actual lowering of 
the level of the river. showing that 
the new channel had dug in to ac- 
commodatc itself to the increased 
volume. All of the water went by 
way of the new channels and the 
Voleano Lake levee and the Saiz 
levee and the Ockerson levee. the 
scene of danger in the past, were 
dusty during the past season, al- 
though there was more snow in the 
headwaters of the Colorado than 
white men had ever seen before. 

A RIVER IN IRONS 

The river is in trons. The ex- 
isting levees were bullt up and 
strengthened: new levees were 
built where it seemed necessary : 
everything was provided for an ef- 
ficient fight against the ‘waters

Nodoubt you 
know of many similar incidences. 
I give it to bring out several facts. 
In a case of poison ivy, poison oak, 
primrose and other plant poisons, 
a great deal of the effect depends 
upon the individual susceptibility. 
What the individual susceptibility 
depends upon no one knows as 
far as I can find out. Probably 
our old enemy. lowered resistance 


and possibly inherited tendencies. | e 


I have heard of individuals who 
were so susceptible that they could 
not walk near the offending plants 
without being polsoned. It is 
said that blonds are more suscepti- 
ble than brunettes. The opinions 
seem to be that the polsonous 
properties of these plants are an ol! 
and like mustard gas are very ir- 
ritating to both the skin and the 
mucous membrane. 


REMEDIES 
The most modern remedy is « 


preventative remedy made of one 
part of the tincture of the plant. | 
five parte rectified spirits and 
ninety-four parts syrup of orange. 
This is taken diluted in one-half) 


glass of water in increasing doses, ' 


beginning with one drop after 
breakfast. and increasing one drop 
after each meal until twenty-one 
drops are taken. This takes one 
week in this manner Then one 
teaspoonful a day is taken all dur- 
ing the ivy season. 


This medication causes the sys- 
tem agree to manufacture a 
defense against the poison. It is 
& process of desensitization. Don't 
try to desensitize yourself by chew- 
ing the leaves! There is one case 
in medical literature of a person 
dying from that little procedure. 

One physician in experimenting 
on himeelf to find out what would 
neutralize the poison, ground up 
the leaves, extracted the polson 
and mixed some of that with dif- 
ferent chemicals. He found that 
when he mixed it with todine and 
then rubbed that combination on 
his arm. it did not poison. He also 
found that permanganate solrtion, 
2 per cent strength, was also et- 
fective. He recommends painting 
the affected places with iodine, 
or using hot applications of the 
solution of permanganate. 


There seem to be hundreds of 
remedies listed in the literature 
on the subject, things with ab- 
solutely contrary chemical reac- 
tions. For instance, acids, such as 
vinegar and lemon juice and boric 
acid have been effective in some 
cases, and alkalis such as bicar- 
bonate of soda and lime water in 
others. 

Inasmuch as the poison seems to 
be an ofl, most of the authorities 
recommend a thorough scrubbing 
of the parts with hot water and 

soap and a ecrub brush to 
all the oil off. Soft soap is 
also recommended as a remedy. 
It would seem wise for one af- 
fected with the poison to wear 
gioves and perhaps to rub a solu- 
tion of lime water or soap on the 
exposed parts before going on «a 
hike or pienic. I've been on many 
hikes and many picnics and I am 
a demi-biond, but ivy poisoning 
has no affinity for me so I cannot 


give you any persona! experience in 
this line. One personal experience 
is no great shucks anyway. Did 
you know that?

PROFESSOR 
FINDS OATS 
GOOD FOOD 


Tests of Various Forms 
of Product Show It to be 
Very Digestible 


Prof. Mary Swartz Rose of 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, recently directed a series 
of experiments to establish the 
relative digestibility of rolled oats 
when prepared in various ways, 
such as porridge, wafers, muffins 
and macaroons. 

The subjects of the experiments 
were all healthy young women, 
and the oatmeal! preparation was 
made a part of a simple mixed 
diet, taken uniformly throughout 
the experiment. The food was all 
analyzed in the laboratory and ex- 
aminations made for the presence 
of protein, fat and carbohydrate 
in the feces. 

A summary of the results of the 
experiments shows that so far as 
nenappearance in the feces can be 
taken as proof, rolled oats is « 
ver) digestible food. 

Care was taken to use ordinary 
loose oats, so as to preclude any 
possibility of taking unfair advan- 
— using specially prepared 


Difference of preparation affect 
the apparent utilization of protein 
more than of carbohydrate. The 
Protein of oatmeal macaroons was 
utilized more effectively than that 
of oatmeal wafers. This might be 
explained by the fact that maca- 
roons require more thorough mas- 
tication than do wafers. 

For some time the prevailing im- 
pression has been that oatmeal 
must be cooked a long time to 
make it digestible. Domestic science 
teachers have been preaching three, 
four and even five-hour cooking 
for oats. These experiments have 
seemed to prove that while long- 
time cooking facilitates digestion 
and hastens the time of assimila- 
tion, the ultimate completeness of 
absorpti is not affected. 


Common Salt 
is Found in 
Most Foods 


Sodium chloride or common salt 
is present in most of our every-day 
foods and some of the food author- 
ities maintain that we may obtain 
sufficient quantities from these 
foods. 

Other experts are of the opinion 
that salt must be added to the 
food. 

At all events, the average con- 
sumption is about twenty grammes 
per capita and according to the’ 
composition of the body this is the- 
oretically about ten times more 
than is necessary. 

Recent experiments seem to prove 


that salt has little if any effect on 
diges on unless large quantities 
are consumed and in that case the 
effect is detrimental.

Family Eats

Are you interested in finding 
out how nearly you are approach- 
ing the food standards set by the 
experts for families of the same 
size as your own? 

The first step is, of course, to 
find out what such a standard calis 
for. There are a number of ways 
in which you can get this informa- 
tion in simple form. Your own 
State college is probably your 
shortest cut to acquiring the neces- 
sary facts. Be sure to ask for 
literature that will give your diet- 
ary in pounds. It is simple every- 
day buying that you are thinking 
of now, not involved material on 
the subject of the composition of 
foodstuffs.
